Two Sides to Postoffice Case. 

I discovered that there were two features 
to the postoffice incident which are not gen- 

erally understood. There was no particular 
objection to Minnie Cox as a postmaster, or 
as regards her personal character, although 
there was natura] resentment on the part 
of the little business community over the 


| fact that, although the white population of 


the county, as well as of the little city, does 
fully 95 per cent of all the business in the 
local postoffice, the postmaster was a negro 
girl, who Was selected not as the result of 
anz petition in the town but at the dictation 
of a republican ‘referee, who lives in Jack- 
son, and who filled various postoffices and 
other places as the authorized representative 
of the president. 

The objection to the continued use of the 
services of Minnie Cox arose entirely from 
the fact that the negroes got into the habit 
of congregating about the postoffice, al- 
though not one of them in a hundred had 
anys business there, and white women and 
children were frequently made the objects of 
unpleasant comment by these postoffice 
loungers. This seems a small thing 0 


the prejudices of the white people must be 


taken into consideration, the constant and 
daily annoyance to women and children is a 


factor which even a great government might 
take into consideration. 


Bad Judgment Cause of Trouble. 

I satisfied myself that the movement 
against Minnie Cox, which resulted in the ex- 
traordinary situation of a town without a 
postoffice, was started by a comparatively 
small number of extremely unimportant 
white men, who did not represent the real 
business interests of the community. I be- 
lieve the difficulty could have been adjusted 
had it not been for the interference of the 
republican political magnate, who lived at 
Jackson, who had no possible personal inter- 
est in Indianola, except as a matter of pat- 
ronage. The people of Indianola made a great 
mistake in not appealing directly to the de- 
partment at Washington. 

An official letter from Washington to the 
postmaster at Indianola would have put an 
end, instanter, to the annoyance caused by 
the negro loafers around about the postof- 
fice. Unfortunately for themselves, the In- 
dianola people took matters into their own 
hands and practically drove out of the office 
the official representative of the United 
States government. Most of the substantial 
business men here, who, by the way, are 
‘Italians and Jews, admit that this was 
a great mistake, that the government of the 
United States could not possibly submit to 
such dictation in any community, and that 
the solution of the problem reached by the 
postoffice department was the only peaceable 
one, because if Minnie Cox had been sur- 
rounded by armed guards it would have pre- 
cipitated a race conflict sooner or later. 


Real Interest Shown for Black. 

That the postoffice case at Indianola should 
not be taken entirely as an evidence of bitter 
feeling on the part of the whites against 
their black neighbors is shown conclusively 
by a curious incident. One can see around 
the streets of Indianola an unfortunate negro 
who is known as Will. I could not discover 
that he had any other name, for my in- 
formant, a well to do and communicative 
woman, said casually: I don’t guess these 
niggers don't never have any more’n one 

name, no how.“ Some time ago this young 
black man Will had both of his arms mixed 
up with a cotton gin, and they were both 
amputated at the elbows. 

When he had sufficiently eee from the 
operation to be about town he went to the 
supervisors of the county and applied for 
some little charity. They informed him they 
could do nothing for him under the law ex- 
cept send him to the county poor farm, a 

place of horrors, as poor farms always are, 
whether north or south of the Mason-Dixon 
line. Poor Will looked the supervisor in the 
face, looked down at his poor, mutilated arms, 
brightened up a bit with a flash of unwonted 
determination, and said: ‘Well, boss, I 
guess I'd rather starve. I think I'll hustle 
round a little and see if there ain't some- 
thin’ a fellow without no arms can learn 
to do.“ 
Armless Negro Given Position.

Just another of life’s tragedies. In a dark 
room in the basement of a low framecottage 
—one of the poorest in a poor neighborhood— 
a feeble old man, crippled and for thirty- 
seven years blind, is facing the alternative 
of starvation or the poorhouse. 

He is Sebastian Greszer, more than . 
score years old, and his savings of nearly 
forty years, earned by selling matches onthe 
street; were swept away through his confi- 
dence in Charles C. Schumacher, the private 
banker who died last May. 

There are many who lost more than Se- 
bastian Greszer in the Schumacher affair, 
but his $1,150 represented almost as much 
as life itself. It was money he had saved 
to provide for his old age—saved penny by 
penny while he denied himself the little com- 
forts which go to make life worth the living. 
At times he even endured hunger that in his 
old age he might be assured food. 

Yesterday he tremblingly admitted that he 
had lost heart, had given up the struggle. 
For three days he has been without money 
and his neighbors, who are as poor as he, 
have nothing to give. 


How a Heart Was Broken. 


hood watched the old man as he worked 
at a little garden in the rear of the house 
where he lives, and listened as he sang a 
folklore song he had learned in Germany in 
his boyhood. 

He was the happiest odd man 1 ever 
knew.“ said one.

I 
saved every cent I could, and when I had 
a few dollars I took i to Charlie Schu- 
macher—my friend, my false friend! He 
said he would keep it safe for me and give 
me 4 per rine interest. I trusted bim. 


I started out to save $1,000, for I thought 
that would Se enough to keep me from the 
poorhouse. When I had saved the $1,000 1 
found that I was still able to work; and I 
thought the more I had the better it would 


be, t.on.saving. In.

days of usefulness—even my pitifully small 
usefulness—are over. 

Then, early last May I heard that Charlie 
Schumacher had died and that some of the 
people would lose their money. At first I 
was afraid to ask about my savings, but. 
some one told me to go and see the probate 
clerk. I went to him and he—he told me that 
my money was all gone, that my savings 
were swept away, and that nething but the 
poorhouse was left.“ 

As he finished his story the old man wiped 
away the tears that were streaming from 
his sightles’ eyes. 


‘ Friends as Poor as He. 
Mrs. Johanna Cassin lives at Twenty- 
man rents thé room in the basement. 

Mr. Greszer has been with me for years,” 
Mrs. Cassin explained last night. He has 
always paid me a little rent for his room, and 
now that he has.lost his money he may kept 
the room, though, the Lord knows, we're as 
poor as he. He’s too proud to beg and he is 
starving. This morning I made him confess 
that he was hungry and that he had had noth- 
ing to eat for two days, so I divided our dinner 
with him. 

He is such a nice old man that every one 
in the neighborhood likes him, and we'll do 
the best we can, but, sakes alive, it seems 
that there ought to be some way to make 
those people pay him back at least part of 
his money. He used to come to me nearly 
every day and tell me how much money he 
had earned.

Greszer’s first and great misfortune, the 
loss of his sight, came upon him soon after 


One Sunday afternoon, even before he had 
succeeded in finding employment here, he 
was sitting in his room in a Wells street 
boarding house. Another roomer was play- 
ing with a revolver, and he pointed it at 
Greszer, just in fun.“ When Greszer was 
discharged from the hospital the sight of both 
eyes Was gone. 

Without friends or relatives, without a 
trade, and without his sight, then began his 
battle to earn enough aner to keep him in 
his old age. 

Now, in his misery, his * consolation 
is in the hope that his labors will be re- 
warded by the great All A 
while.

SOUGHT SECRETS. 


‘Naval Officers Criticise Him 
for Making Minute In- 
spection of Battleship 
Kearsarge at Kiel. 


CONTRARY TO ALL RULES. 


Belief Expressed That Only Mo- 

tive Was to Get Informa- 

tion Always Withheld 
from Foreigners. 


Washington, D. C., June 28.— Special. 1 
Kaiser William’s minute inspection of Rear 
Admiral Cotton's flagship Kearsarge at Kiel 
has caused almost enough comment to de- 
velop into another German-American inci- 
dent hardly in keeping with the laudatory 
utterances expressed by the German mon- 
arch at Kiel of friendship and amity. The 
senfiment is freely expressed in naval of- 
cles here that the kaiser invited himself in 


A week ago the women of the neishbor- order to make a thorough inspection of the 


Kearsarge. 


Although it is admitted it is not unusual in 
naval etiquette to allow officers of another 
government or of foreign battleships to 
visit on board of an American man of war, 
it is almost without precedent that a 
eign monarch has been allowed to Investi- 
gate the detailed construction and mechan- 
ical features of American warships. 


Asks Permission to Inspect. 
According to dispatches from Kiel, the 
kaiser is quoted as saying to Rear Admiral 
Cotton, immediately after boarding the 
Kearsarge: Now will you kindly let me see 


your ship?” 


Under the circumstances, nd alternative 
was left to Rear Admiral Cotton, and he 
could not have refused the request, in the 
opinion of naval authorities, without ap- 
pearing to be discourteous or brusque. A 
less important personage would have been 
politely informed that it was not customary 
to allow an inspection by foreign officiais. 


Compliments Arouse Little Response. 
Kaiser William's praise of President Roose- 
velt and the shower of compliments to Amer- 
ica fail to awaken any responsive echo in 
administration circles here. President Roose- 
velt's brief and constrained reply to the 
kaiser’s telegram reflected faithfully the feel- 
ing of reserve with which William I1.’s 
pledges are accepted here, for the Venezuelan 
incident and the unbridled attack upon the 
Washington administration when the Medit- 
erranean squadron visited Marseilles are 
still too much alive in memory here to war- 
rant @ ready acceptance of the kalser’s re- 


Invitation with a Purpose. 

From information received at the navy de- 
partment it is known that the kaiser was 
exceedingly anxious to get 4 close range view 
of an American battleship and that the in- 
vitation to President Roosevelt to permit the 
‘American squadron to visit Kiel had this in 
view. It is also known that the Kaiser has 
informed himself thoroughly in all details of 
American warship construction and keeps 
pace with the new devices and appliances to 


improve their efficiency. .

Germans Are Secretive. 


Navy officials hero state that it has been 
the experience of United States naval au- 
thorities that the German navy Is exceed- 
ingly secretive regarding its battleships and 
will not permit any detailed inspection. It 
is also stated that it is a breach of naval 
etiquette for a foreign guest on board a 
battleship to insist upon inspecting it. This 
point is especially emphasized at the navy 
| department, in view of the frequent com- 
parison of the equipment between the Ger- 


man and the American navies

ONCE VETOED. 


As Revised the Ordinance Provides 
That Eight Miles of the Pneumatic 


Carrying Equipment Shall Be In- | 


stalled Within a Year, but Some of 
the Members Declare That Even 
Now It Is Not Specific Enough — To 
Settle Matter of Vacations. —

The ordinance granting the Chicago 
Pneumatic Tube company the right to lay 
tubes in the strets for the carrying of mails 
is on the call for tonight's meeting of the 
city council, and will be called up if the pros- 
pects for its passage are considered favor- 
Able. 

The revised ordinance, as reported from 
committee, is said to meet the objections of 
Mayor Harrison and City Electrician Elli- 
cott, but all of the ‘aldermen are not yet 
satisfied with its provisions and it may meet 

The ordinance in its present form demands 
that eight miles of tubes be laid within a 
year, the original ordinance requiring only 
five. The contention is made that the added 
three miles will guarantee that the stock- 
yards extension will be built promptly, but 
some of the aldermen are not satisfied that 
the terms of the ordinance on this point are 
sufficient. 

As it is drawn the ordinance does not state 
specifically what particular work will be 
done in the year, but simply that eight miles 
of tube must be laid. Accompanying it is a 
rider asking for a permit to lay tubes be- 
tween the various downtown railway sta- 
tions and the postoffice, including a branch 
from the Twelfth street depot of the Illinois 
Central to the stockyards. It is urged by 
the objectors to the ordinance it would 
be better to have it specify exactly 
what work is to be done in a year 
rather than have it depend on a request 
for a permit. It might be claimed that the 
eight miles demanded by the ordinance 
means eight miles of single tubes, and this 
could all be taken up in the downtown dis- 
trict, where more than two tubes will be laid 
in a street. j ee 

The appointment by the mayor of Ernest 
MeGaffey as his private secretary and George 
Schilling and City Engineer Ericson as 
members of the board of local improvements 
to take the place of McGaffey and Vopicka is 
looked for this evening. The placing of 
Ericson on the board is to meet the demand 
that an engineer be a member of the body, 
and Schilling is to be named as part payment 
to Clarence S. Darrow for the aid he gave the 
mayor in the last campaign.

LOW DEATH RATE CONTINUES. 


With the pneumonia weather a thing of the 
past, Chicago’s death rate has decreased to. 
a point where the city health department is 
enabled to present figures which are charac- 
terized as remarkable. The bulletin of the 
department. issued last evening, says: 

“The remarkably low mortality rate of 
the month continued during the week. The 
454 deaths reported —ontly three more than 
the week before—repreeent an annual rate 
of 12.54 per 1,000 of the. department’s con- 
servative estimate of Chicago’s midyear 
population, 1,885,000. For the twenty-seven 
days of the month the rate has been 12.70, as 
compared with 13.12 for June, 1962, and with 
an average of 14.12 for the ten Junes of 1898. 
1902, inclusive. 

“ With all this favorable showing of gen- 
eral mortality the deaths from the conta- 
gious diseases of childhood—notably diph- 
theria—remain distressingly high. The stead- 
ily increasing mortality of diphtheria is noth- 
ing short of a reproach to the medical pro- 


fession. 

“Antitoxin, in full strength and quantity, 
never yet failed to cure a case of diphtheria 
when administered on the first day of the 
disease, and but rarely when on the second 
or third days.

This epidemic of lynching and burn- 
ing which is sweeping the country is without 
justification, and the American pulpit should 
not be dumb. Why should violence, hatred, 
and murder vent itself upon negroes accused 
of crime? There were nineteen lynchings 
in the month of June. : 

What should the negro do? First, he 
should behave himself; second, he should 
stand for every sentence of the law that 
makes for its enforcement.

Cause and Effect Shown. . 


There is a case of cause and effect here 
in Sunflower county, which is practically 


identical with that of other communities:in 
the south; and which can be understood only 


by a little study into the relations between 
the two races. 


. This particular portion of 
the Yazoo delta has become a paradise for 
the negroes for a yariety of reasons. In 
the first place, n th last ten or a dozen 


been broken up into, cotton plantati 
_whose richness is not exceeded by that of any 
other section, save the Sea Island cotton 
fields. 
The whole country is intercepted by bayous 
and the development of the railroads has 
furnished an easy market. Cotton com- 
presses and cotton seed oil mills have gone 
up all over this country. The immediate re- 
sult is the large inrush of negro popula- 
tion into the Yazoo delta, and a demand for 
plantation labor which has made necessary 
the importation of negraes from Alabama 
and Georgia. The negro population has in- 
creased in a marvelous ratio, and this is 
almost entirely due to emigration from other 
sections. The white planters and the white 
people in the towns have not inoreased in 
anything like the same proportion: In 
twenty years the white population has lit- 
tle more than doubled, while the negroes are 
more than four times as numerous as they 
were in 1880. According to the last census 
this county of Sunfiower had 12,070 negroes 
and only 4,006 whites. This establishes a 
proportion of three negroes to every white 
man. This ratio, it must be understood, ap- 
plies to the entire county. In the rural 
districts the proportion is at least ten to one. 


‘sippi name for townships, the proportion 
runs up to a hundred to one. 5 
This ie the cause. Now for the effect. Sit- 
uated as they are in the midst of an over- 
whelming sea of black men, their wives and 
children at the mercy of the good nature of 
the negro, the white people have fallen into 
the habit of going armed, and pistols are far 
too common. An incident I saw in the Sun- 
flower ‘pharmacy, which its owner declares 
to be the original cut price drug store of In- 
@anola, passed without the slightest com- 
ment, although it would have resulted m 
an arrest in any law abiding northern com- 
| munity. Half a dozen young white men, 
whom I should be inclined to class as idlers 
of the ordinary country village type, drifted 
into the drug store. While they were amus- 
play I counted no less than four protuber- 
ances in hip pockets, because coats are not 
worn in Indianola in the middle of the day. 
One of the young fellows reached into an- 
other young man's pocket, withdrew from it 
a loaded revolver, and flourished it about 
in the drug store, without either the bystand- 
ers or the proprietor seeing anything un- 


| usual in the proceeding. 


This habit of carrying pistola may de a 
necessary protection to the life and property 
of the whites, and it would not do much 
harm, perhaps, if they were all conservative 
and temperate men of mature age. In point 
of fact, however, many young men in the 
south who have not reached the age of dis- 
ermtion, and above all who are accustomed 
to the use of strong beverages at certain 
times, either carry pistols constantly or at 
least own and keep weapons in the house. 


Negroes Taking Up Practice. 

This reacts upon the negro, and many of 
them; I have found, have begun to imitate 
the whites in this same regard. It is merely 
the usual result of the pistol carrying habit 
which may be observed by any one who has 
studied conditions in the far west during the 
earlier days. If a few men in a community 
begin to carry pistols their power for good 
or evil over their associates is increased so 
enormously that the others are obliged to 
carry pistols, too. The inevitable result is 
that where all men are armed, there is no 
disparity between their fighting qualities and 
they are no better off than if no one was 
armed. 

I han an opportunity to go out into the coun- 
try beyond Indianola and to make the ac- 
quaintance of the rural negroat work. Heis 
not a particularly desirable friend, and he has 
learned by bitter experience that few white 
men are his friends. His conversation is 
strictly biblical in a way, because he says bu 
little beyond: Yes, boss, and No, boss.“ 
The negroes in the field do not look down- 
trodden nor particularly abused. On the 
whole, they were dressed for their work 
about as well as the average farm laborer in 
the north. The presence of women in ‘the 
cotton fleld adds a picturesqueness to the 
country which one missés in the north, be- 
cause the colored women relieve the black- 
ness of their faces by the radiance of their

May Grow to Dangerous Proportion. 

They are a threat to the community in 
which they exist just as any other large 
body of ignorance would be, but the raw 
material in the negro, I believe, is as good 
as in the white man. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, not 1 per cent of the negroes in the 
rural beats of Sunflower county has an 


ordinary common school education, and 


while they are not naturally vicious they 
are so ignorant, so naturally suspicious of 
the white man, and so easily led by the few 
half educated men of their own race there 
is a good deal of justification for the belief 
that unless their ignorance is removed by a 
far greater application of the public school 
system than the state of Mississippi has 
shown any disposition to adopt, the time 
must come when by mere force of numbers 
the black man will drive the white man out 
of the Yazoo delta just as he has driven the 
whites out of the cotton plantations in Dal- 
las county, Alabama. 

The salvation of the state of Mississippi 
rests in the education of its negroes, and yet 
at this time a man by the name of Vardaman 
is running for governor, and they tell me 
he will be elected on a platform which in- 
volves the division of the state school fund, 
thus leaving the negro to provide for his own 
education, which means fewer schools for 
the negroes and more pistols for the whites 
until in the fullness of time Mississippi be- 
comes all black and all ignorant. It is a 
short sighted policy at best, but the school 


problem in the south is something which 


requires more than casual study.

Kaiser Helps Sailors Pull. 
It was blowing a good sailing breeze today, 
and when the yacht’s skipper looked at the 
crew of Meteor, about thirty hands or so, 
he remarked that he was a bit short handed. 
At the first turn the emperor decided to help 
the sailors. *‘ Come along now; all together,“ 
he shouted at the first turn when the main 
sheet needed hauling in. 

He started hauling ‘promptly, and was 
followed by the United States ambassador, 
energetically assisted by Commander Potts, 
Count Redern, Count Tiele Winkler, Mr. 
Vanderbilt, the Marquis Camden, and the 
rest. So they hauled till the sheet was tight 
and taut, and ‘then the kaiser turned to his 
guests, smiled, and complimented them 
upon their hauling powers. 


Meteor Makes Good Showing. 
It is certain that Meteor sailed a race today 
such as it has never sailed before, according 
to the friendly interpretation by the kaiser. 
Meteor beat the racer Orion, coming in one 
minute behind it after having started five 
minutes after. It also beat Navahoe, cross- 
ing the line first, although Navahoe started 
five minutes ahead. Navahoe beat Meteor 
easily last Friday, as it ought to do, being in 
a class above it. The yacht Hamburg (late 
Rainbow) gave Meteor a great race almost 
till it finished, but something happened to its 
topsail at a critical moment. Goelet's little 
American yacht Swan crossed the line first, 
but was beaten on time allowance. 


Official Features All Over. 

Since yesterday all the official and formal 
side of the visit of the squadron has ended. 
This the kaiser showéd fully in his manner 
aboard the Meteor, where he was all hilari- 
ty and never once talked of the American 
question or anything approaching politics. 
His guests on the Meteor today remarked 
that he displayed all the characteristics of

MADRID, June 28.—It is officially stated 
that ninety persons were killed and 100 se- 
riously injured in the frightful railway wreck 
between Bilbao and Saragossa yesterday. 
There were 300 passengers on the train, and 
only six escaped without injury of some sort. 
Sixty bodies have so far been recovered from. 

The train, which was composed of two en- 
gines and sixteen coaches, was crossing the 
bridge over the Nejerilla river, when the 
couplings between the engines broke. The

The train plunged fifty feet. Some of the 
coaches did not go into the water, owing to 
the river being low, but they fell on the 
bank and were shattered to splinters. Many 
of the passengers were caught under the 
débris, and some of the killed were in these 
cars. Some of the foremost cars were com- 
pletely submerged, and their occupants 
drowned, not having any chance to escape. 
The river was tinged with the blood of the 
injured. The river runs through a ravine, 
wild and pieturesque.

British Trade Treaty Ready. 

PEKIN, June 28.—The ratification of the 
commercial treaty between China and Great 
Rritain, which was signed by Sir James L. 
Mackay and the Chinese commissioners at 
Shanghai last September, is on its way to 
Pekin and ratifications will presumably be 
exchanged after its arrival, although China 
has not vouchsafed a reply to.the queries 
of the British government regarding her in- 
tentions as to the carrying into effect of some 
of the more loosely worded Clauses of the 


treaty. 

Article 8 of the new treaty provides for the 
abolition. of the likin barriers. While the 
native custom houses. enumerated in the 
government records are retained, the func- 
tons of the likin barriers and the custom 
houses are largely interchangeable.

The conspicuous white spot on Saturn, 
which was observed at Lick observatory on 
Wednesday, has not again been In a favora- 
ble position for identification. Sunday morn- 
ing the spot appeared to have divided too

„The comet discovered by Burrell a week 
ago at Marseilles has been regularly observed 
with the twelve inch telescope. It has also 
been fully photographed with a long ex- 
posure, showing two talls. This is an un- 
usual observation, as only about one comet 
in twenty is so situated as to permit of this 
direct measurement. 

Its nucleus is about the brightness of 
r ne and one-half magnitude star. It lies 
due south at 3:30 in the morning, 538 degrees 
above the horizon, and is about three-fifths 
of the way up to the zenith in the constella-

and to give it away in some cases, there | 


was a protest from the milk dealers, and po- 
litical influence was exerted to oppose the 
movement. It did not last long, though 
the public soon took the matter up, and the 
rest was easy. | 

Mr. Straus was a park commissioner ip 
New York eleven years ago, when he Ho- 
ticed the inferior quality of the milk -tiat 
was sold at 5 cents a glass in the parks, and 
conceived the idea of furnishing pure milx 
to the public at 1 cent a glass. Soon after 
ward he opened his first milk station and, 
bottling’ plant at Hast Third street. Tie 
first milk was not pasteurized, but it soon 
became evident that the precaution was 
necessary. 

In 1891 30,000 six ounce bottles of milk were 
distributed. This has increased until last 
year 1,200,000 bottles and more than 1,000,- 
000 glasses were distributed. The single sta- 
tion was increased to eighteen, and now in 
three parks and on five recreation piers of 
New York the cheap milk of certified purity 
can be purchased. 


Death Rate Cut Down. 


The death rate among New York children “> 


of 5 years and under during the summer 
months has been decreased from 126 a theu- 
gand in 1801 to 75 a thousand In 1902. This 
year the quantity of pure milk will De 


doubled, and it is expected there will be a 


further decrease in the death rate. 

“The same thing can be done in Chichgs 
if your people are responsive,” said Mr. 
Straus. If human life were of no values 
the city should be interested from em eco- 
nomic point of view. Before the pasteurized 
milk was used by the city of New York in the 
orphan asylum on Randers island six years 
ago the death rate had reavhed the appalling 
percentage of 46 a hundred. Now it is only 
18 a hundred among the 1,300 inmates. With 
so little illness it has been found that the ex 
penses of the institution have been vastly 
reduced. There is a wonderful feild for 
similar work in Chicago, where the facilities 
for getting a pure milk supply are so superior 
to those in New Tork.“ 

In New York hundreds of physicians are 
supplied with milk coupons by Mr. Straus, 
who bears the expense of the distribution 
himself, and these coupons are furhished to 
poor people who are unable to pay even the 
miriimum price of the milk. In Chicago the

A referendum vote on the advisability of 
accepting one of these schemes resulted in a 
heavy favorable majority. The first two 
places found the most favor with the mem- 
bers, and one of them will probably be ac- 


cepted. 
i Financing the Project. 

The. eee advised the following 
scheme of financing the project should the 
union accept either the Fifth or Wabash 
avenue site: 

A cash e er of at least $20,000 must 
be made, which could probably be done in 
the following manner: Five thousand dollars 
taken from the treasury and $15,000 bor- 
‘rowed from the members, the certificates 
to run, say, ten years at.5 per cent. This 
means that the union, as a body, would re- 
quest the membership to lend it $15,000 at 
5 per cent for a term of years simply on their 
faith in the union to repay it. 

To put up a building on either of these 
sites would cost about $35,000, providing for 
a basement, ground floor, and two halls, a 
large one and a small one. The foundations 
could be put in with view to future exten- 
sions as to height.”

F. SEYMOUR BARRINGTON HELD 
| FOR MURDER. 


Wite of Dead Hotelkeeper in St. Louis 
Swears Out Warrant Against Man 


Who Posed as Nobleman — Autopsy | 


Shows Victim Was Shot Twice and 
Slashed with Knife—Bullets Fit 
Pistol of the Accused 
mains Cook. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 28.—[Special. IF. Sey- 
mour Barrington, the bogus English’ lord, 
was today charged with the murder of James 
P. McCann by the wife of the dead man. Bar- 
rington was then turned over to the sheriff 
of St. Louis county and locked up in the jail 
at Clayton. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mrs. Mo- 
Cann after an autopsy had been held by 
Coroner Koch of St. Louis county. 
vealed the manner of McCann's death. It 
wae due to pistol shot wounds in the head. 


There were two, and both bullets were re- 
covered. The bullets are identical with those 
belonging to a pistol found in csi ives

e Wounds Besides Bullets 


The coroner also found three knife wounds 


on the head and neck, and a gash four inches 
long across the throat. There were two 
gashes in the left hand, between the thumb 
and index finger, indicating that McCann had 
caught hold of the blade of the knife when it 
was being wielded against him. 

To Chief of Detectives Desmond, who 
“sweated’’ him, Barrington admitted al- 
most everything except that he killed Mc- 
Cann. 

Tou might as well take me out and hang 
me now. You have enough against me al- 


ready to justify your doing whatever you like 


with me,“ was Barrington’s statement to 
Chief Desmond as the two started for Clay- 


ton. 
Remains Calm at Inquest. 

Barrington, guarded by detectives, reached 
the scene of the inquest shortly before 4 
o'clock. When Barrington reached the side 
of the body he walked around it several times 
and scrutinized every part closely, and leaned 
over and touched the protruding teeth with 
his finger. Then, up, he 10 
marked to the officers: 

L don’t believe it is McCann’s body. Tom 
anxious to know what Mrs. McCann says.”’ 

Barrington’s voice was steady and there 
was no tremor in it. I am much interested 
in this case, Barrington continued. 1 want ‘ 
it investigated thoroughly.” 

When the first bullet was found a detective 
went to Chief Desmond with the news. Bar- 
rington heard it, but displayed no eee of 
demeanor. Neither was any change n 
when he learned ot thn the 
bullet a few minutes later. 

Barrington made no comment on the issu- | 
ance of the warrant,’as he anticipated it.

Believes Barrington Guilty. 

New York, June 28.—[Special.}—“If the 
police of St. Louis have made no miatake, 
Ahere is a probability that the greatest ras- 
cal on earth will not much longer go un- 
hung,” was the comment made today by 
Chief of Police Murphy of Jersey City, who 
has full knowledge of the criminal career of 
George Frederick Neville Barton, alias Lord 
Barrington.

BI MICROSCOPE. 


Work Done * 
Bureau Set Up in Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Quality and Purity of Imports 
Can Be Ascertained Beyond 
Question of Doubt. 


SURE FOOD—Microscopic bureau of department 
of agriculture exposing many varieties of 
fraudulent products offered to public as genuine. 


Washington, D. Ci, June 28.—[Special.)— 


For the purpose of insuring pure food for | 


the people of this country Secretary Wilson 
has established a microscopic laboratory in 
gonnection with the chemical division of the 
gepartment of agriculture. Already it has 
heen demonstrated that unscrupulous deal- 
ers are palming off artificial coffee and other 
pure food on the public. The supposed 
goffee berries were regularly shaped and 
golored, but were composed of chicory, 
March, and other ingredients, and when 
ground presented about the usual appear- 
ance of coffee. 

Cocoa has come in for some curious re- 
guits under the microscope, and in fact there 
is now no branch of the department of agri- 
culture where it does not play an important 
part. A large photo-microscopic camera 
oocupies one side of a large room, and 16 so 
arranged that foods under inspection may 
be photographed and the picture thrown 

a screen in the natural colors—a thing 
of inestimable value to students of grain and 
vegetable disease. 

A’microtone for cutting up articles for in- 
Vestigation, such as fruit, vegetables, and. 
grain, to the two hundred and twenty-five 
thousandth part of an inch, is one of the new. 
equipments. Arrangements are made for 
photographing these minute wafers while 
under the microscope, and from the enlarged 
sections are made transparencies for throw- 
ing upon the screen. 

The great importance of this department 
was not apparent at first, but through its 
agency the Kind and variety of sugar con- 
tained in certain varieties of beets may be 
determined. 

While chemical tests will show the amount 
of starch present in such things as ground 
cocoa, mustard, pepper, and other spices 
and condiments, the microscopist determines 
the kind and amount of starch. 

A test was made recently of spruce and 
en pulp for the manufacture of paper in 
this country, when it was found the manu- 
facturers were being imposed upon by the 
importers, and through the determination 
of the microscopist thousands of dollars were 
saved. In importing sumac into this coun- 
wy fraud was constantly practiced on 
Gealers and manufacturers. This was stopped 
through this department.

North side residents are beginning to think 
a “red light district has been established 
at State and Erie streets, within a block of 


many fine residences and almost under the 


shadow of the Roman Catholic cathedral 
and St. James’ Episcopal church. 

While all night saloons and disorderly 
houses are being made to respect the law, 
“Vess ” Quigley’s saloon, at the northwest 
cormer of State and Erie streets, never 
tlofes. Equally objectionable to the neigh- 
bors is the house run by a Mrs. Keegan, just 
west of the saloon... 

Despite the protests of many people neither 


Vrs. Keegan nor Quigley has any fear of 


the police. 

Night and day are all alike to the patrons 
N Quigley’s place. The key was thrown 
away when the saloon was opened,” said 
ome of the neighbors yesterday afternoon. 

Quigley not only defies the law but the 
creatures who infest his place add eacrilege 
to their other deeds. They ribaldly asso- 
tlate his name with that of the archbishop 
of the diocese, and even go so Har as to call 
his place the “little Holy Name... 

Policemen at the Bar. | 

Quigley makes a “specialty of police- 
men. At 3:30 o'clock one morning last week 
four patrolmen in full uniform were stand- 
ing at the bar in his place. But his viola- 
tion of the midnight closing law is not the 
only objectionable feature of his resort. 

In the rear are a number of private rooms, 
frequented by visitors of both sexes until the 
early morning hours. These rooms extend 
into the basement of a burned flat building, 
back of his saloon. There poker games are 
played nightly and are well patronized. The 
idea that it is safe at Quigley’s has been 
A great attraction. 

At Mrs. Keegan’s resort the blinds are 
Always drawn, and carriages never stop in 
front-of the building. Instead they deposit 
their loads of men and women revelers at 
the door of respectable residences nearby. 

Recently a woman who lives a few doors 
west of the Keegan house was roused at 
midnight by the noise of the men and women 
who left their carriages in front of her house. 

When this had been done several nights 
she complained to the police. It was only 


after repeated protests had been made at 
the Bast Chicago avenue station that the 


Carriages went elsewhere. 


Have No Fear of Law. 
Mrs. Keegan's place and Quigley’s saloon 


“work hand in hand. A rear entrance con- 


nects the two, and Mrs. Keegan's wine bill 
is a regular topic of conversation in the sa- 
loon.

000 for 158 Free Public Inatitations | 


States New Amount to §38,505,600, 
and He Says He Has 800 More Towns

The report on gifts and bequests to American 
libraries from June 1, 1902, to May 31, 1903, 
presented to the twenty-fifth annual meeting 
of the American Library association shows | 
2 gifts, embracing 96,247 volumes and $10.- 


Andrew Carnegie’s gifts for the year num- 
tered 158, and amounted to $6,679,000. They 
were for buildings, and given subject to the 
usual conditions that a site be provided and 
that 10 per cent of the amount of the gift 
be pledged for annual maintenance. Analy- 
sis of the gifts shows that the north Atlante 
division of states received $3,588,000, the 
south Atlantic $550,000, the south central 
$467,000, the north central $1,756,500, and the 
weetern $817,500. There were five gifts 
under $10,000, sixty-three of $10,000, seven- 
teen between $10,000 and $15,000, sixxeen of 
$15,000, two between £15,000 and $20,000,

TRADERS WATCH FOR HAIN 


DROUGHT In NORTHWEST CHIEF 
‘ MOTIVE IN WHEAT MARKET. 


— 


Claims of Damage to Crop Instrument 
ai in Sharp Bulge of 5 to 7 Cents, 
Part of Which Is Lost on Late Re- 
ports of Showers and Heavy Ligqui- 
dation—Changes of the Week in 

Corn, Oats, and Provisions, * 


Apprehension of damage to the spring 
| tions crop in the northwest from tack of 
rain through some of the most productive 
sections of the Dakotas and Minnesota, par- 
ticularly in the fertile Red River valley, was 
the main factor last week in a wheat mar- 
ket which was sensational in the great 
yolume of trade and nervous fluctuations in 
prices, ‘and also in adding from Se to 7c to 
the prices of the different futures. 

At the close of the week the excitement 
was chilled by reports of rains at scattered 
points through the three states, and the 
fear that there might be a general down- 
pour over Sunday which would entirely re- 
move the drought scare.as a bull argument. 
In consequence there was heavy liquidation 
and a sharp break. But the close on Satur- 
day was at advances of 2%c to 4%c over the 
previous Saturday, over half of the extreme 
gains being retained. Reports from the 
northwest yesterday did not confirm the 
general claims of, beneficial showers, but 


| the official forecast promises showers for 


the Dakotas today. 

That the concern over crop conditions in 
the northwest was widespread and the ad- 
vance here not @ue to local conditions nor 
manipulation was shown by the strength 


in ‘other markets, those in the northwest 
gaining as rapidly as Chicago, while St. 
Louis went 5 still faster. The St. Louis 


bulge was helped by the continued claims of 
disappointing thrashing returns in all the red 
winter wheat states and by local conditions 
there, which indicate a possible squeeze in 
the July delivery. Some of the claims of 
deterioration in crop prospects in the north- 
west were of a startling character. Claims 
that in North Dakota the prospect was for 
not more than half a crop. Conservative 
grain men tyied to allay the excitement by 
insisting that little damage had yet been 
done and that rains within a few days would 
defer it. 
Rainfall Deficient So Far. 


* But the figures of rainfall in North Dakota 
and Minnesota show a marked deficiency 
from normal so far during June and for the 
last three months, and during the period 
when prices were climbing speculators were 
inclined to remember that in June, 1900, dur- 
ing the drought in the northwest, the con- 
servatives were claiming the damage was 
slight or none at all, while the price kept 
climbing until it had gone up 220. The loss 
of about 20 per cent, according to government 
figures, in the winter wheat outlook from 
the high promise of the early winter and 
spring, with continued rains in the south- 
west and southeast, with the recollection of 
the effect of the wet harvest of 1902 on prices, 
made the speculative trade nervous and in- 
clined to go from the extreme of the gen- 
| eral optimism in regard to crop prospects 
with which they began the year to decided 
pessimism. But at the close of the week the 
claims of showery conditions in the north- 
west reminded the trader that the advance 
in wheat prices on the drought of 1900 had 
been overdone, and the hardiness of the 
plant and its capacity for recuperation when 
heavy rains finally came underestimated. 
Over half of the excited advance of that 
year was lost within a few weeks, and the 
disposition on Saturday was to think history. 
might repeat itsetf in that particular, and to 
get ready for the effect of general rains on 
today’s market if the scattered showers 
should develop into the general downpour 
which is hoped for and needed. Foreign 
markets have been showing little sympathy 
with the advances here, and the export de- 
mand has been dull. Light stocks, however, 
and light movement continue factors favor- 
able to a steady market, particularly in the 
nearby delivery. Primary receipts for the 
week, 1,991,000 bu, were 700,000 bu less than 
for the corresponding week last year, the 
result in part of the late harvest of winter 
wheat and of rains, which have interfered 
with thrashing. 

There was a strong market in corn most of 
the week, largely in sympathy with the ex- 
cited upturn in wheat. The weather through 
the corn states was generally a little more 
‘favorable for corn than it has been, the tem- 
perature warmer, and the rains less general. 
There was an advance of about 2c at best in 
the face of continued heavy selling by some 
of the big speculative holders. Under the 
weight of this selling and the discourage- 
ment of a falling off in the shipping demand 
the corn market turned back before the 
wheat advance had reached its climax, and 
closed on a sharp break, only %c to %c high- 
er than the previous Saturday. On this 
break a good shipping and export demand 
developed. The indications are for a fair in- 
erease in contract stocks this week. If the 
weather continues favorable they will prob- 
ably be more disposition to take a hopeful 
view of the crop outlook. The start has been 
a poor one, and the crop probably two weeks 
late, but with the right kind of a summer 
and a late fall it may redeem itself. 

Small stocks of contract oats and the ac- 
tion of long interests in July in adding 
to their lines alarmed shorts in that deliy- 
ery, and were responsible for an active and 
nervous market, and a jump of 414c in prices 
to 44%c.
